Klarsfeld discounts 
Rolf Mengele’s claim

Beate Klarsfeld said yesterday she 
was not surprised by Rolf Mengele’s 
statement that be believes the bodv 
exhumed by Sao Paulo police last 
week to be that of his father. "You 
couldn’t expea any other answer.” 
she said in a telephone interview last 
night. 

Speaking from her apartment in 
Paris, she recalled that Rolfs half- 
brother Karl- Heinz told the German 
news agency DPA last April that his 
father was dead. (After the death of 
his first wife, the mother of Rolf, 
Mengele married her sister.) Even 
then, there were rumours of a bath- 
ing accident. 

Over the years, the Mengele fami- 
ly has been tight-lipped about the 
fate of Josef Mengele and their rela- 
tions with him. The large agricultu- 
ral machinery factory in Guenzburg, 
Bavaria, which was founded by 
Mengele's father, an early and ar- 
dent Nazi, is run by two of the 
doctor's nephews. The entire family 
has always supported Mengele, and 
his son, Rolf, who has a law office m 
Freiburg, has never distanced him- 
self from his father, Beate Klarsfeld 


said. 

Asked why the family had re- 
mained silent till now. if Mengele 
had indeed drowned in 1979, ^ 
that this could have been in line 
with their general policy of silence. 

To the question whether she and 
her husband. Serge, would call off 
their search for Mengele if the 
medical and police experts decided 
the bones removed from the Sao 
Paolo grave were those of Mengele, 
she said: “We won’t be able lo 
discount the verdict, although there 
will always be a fingering doubt.” 
Beate Klarsfeld said she returned 
10 days ago from Asuncion, where 
she prodded the Paraguayan author- 
ities 10 be more energetic in their 
search for Mengele.

Hundreds of olim families from 
the West who had hoped to get 
double the usual government mort- 
gage by moving out of their absorp- 
tion centres and making room for 
Ethiopian mewcomers are going to 
be disappointed. An offer to that 
effect arranged by the prime minis- 
terlast April has been quietly limited 
by the absqjrption authorities to in- 
clude western olim in only a handful 
of absorption centres. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the programme to move Ethio- 
pians from hotels to absorption cen- 
tres through increased mortgage 
loans to Western olim has not yet 
been implemented. Not even a sing- 
le increased housing loan has been 
granted. 

The scheme was announced on 
April 21, after a long meeting in the 
Prime Minister’s Office presided 
over by Prime Minister Peres and 
attended by Absorption Minister 


Ya'acov Tsur, Finance Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda'i and Jewish Agency offi- 
cials. 

According to a subsequent state- 
ment by the Absorption Ministry, 
during the three months after the 
announcement western olim families 
would be entitled to a $43,000 
mongage, from the government, in- 
stead of the usual $20,000. 

As a result, 270 Ethiopian families 
living in two- and three-star hotels 
round the country would be moved 
into the absorption centres, where 
they could receive. Hebrew lessons 
and other training. 

The cost of the increased mort- 
gages was to be met by $8.S million 
from the Jewish Agency and $5tn. 
from the Treasury. 

Asked yesterday how many West- 
ern olim have moved out of rhe 
absorption centres so far due to the 
increased-mortagage scheme, Jew- 
ish Agency aliya department chair- 
man Haim Aharon yesterday con- 
ceded that not a single family had 
done so. 


He said, however, that the scheme 
is due to go into effect on June 16. 
and that the delay was the result of a 
number of difficulties. He thought 
the programme would have to go on 
longer than three months. 

Absorption - Ministry director- 
general Meir Shamir denied that the 
plan was cut down to a smaller 
number of families, and that the 
ministry had tried to keep the change 
secret. It had to be approved by 
various bodies and thus could not be 
implemented before the middle of 
this month, he said. 

The Post teamed, however that fee 
original plan worked out in the 
Prime Minister's Office was broad 
enough to include all western fami- 
lies in absorption cenrres. When offi- 
cials at lower levels began to study 
the agreement, they derided that it 
was unworkable. Ethiopian olim 
have to be concentrated in a small 
number of centres to make their 
absorption effective, and offering 
higher mortgages to newcomers jn 


all absorption centres would be a 
waste of time and effort, they de- 
rided. Thus the plan was quietly 
limited to about eight centres. The 
press was not informed about the 
change. 

No comment was available yester- 
day from the Prime Minister’s 
Office. 

Asked about the 2,000 immigrants 
from the West who had been in-

Druse, Shi’ites 
battle in Beirut 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - Heavy street 
fighting erupted between Druse and 
Shi'ite Moslem forces in West Beirut 
yesterday and fierce machine-gun 
and rocket fire still raged sporadical- 
ly three hours later. 

Army officers met militia, repre- 
sentatives to try to halt the fighting, 
which pitted the Druse-led Progres- 
sive Sorialist Party against the Shi'ite 
Moslem Amal militia. 

An army spokesman denied that 
any troops were involved, but Druse 
militiamen said the PSP was fighting 
Amal and some Shi’ite troops of the 
army’s Sixth Brigade. 

The Voice of the Homeland radio 
station said the clash began when 
Amal fighters tried to search a car- 
load of Druse militiamen entering 
the grounds of the Lebanese Uni- . 
versity’s law faculty beside the Prime 
Minister’s Office. 

At least 40 Palestinian fighters 
broke through a Shi'ite cordon Mon- 
day to reinforce a Palestinian en- 
clave in Shatilla camp, according to 
Palestinian and eyewitness accounts. 

Abu Ahmed, an official of the 
Palestine National Salvation Front, 
said 52 Palestinians, disguised as 
Amal fighters, managed to take 
weapons, ammunition and medicine 
into Shatilla. 

“This means Shatilla will not be 
occupied in the near future as Amal 
experts,” he added. The eyewitness 
said 40 Palestinians entered the 
camp, but three were arrested by 
Amal. Amal had no comment.

TEL AVIV. - Unifil's Deputy Com- 
mander, Brigadier Jean Pons, 
yesterday met South Lebanon Army 
commander General Antoioe Lahad 
and heard his conditions for the 
release of 21 Finnish soldiers held by 
the SLA. Pons also met tbe Finns. 

The meeting was the first high- 
level encounter between Unifil - 
which has refused to recognize the 
Israeli-backed SLA - and that force. 
The SLA has a liaison officer with 
Unifil, but he has been dealing only 
with low-ievel technical matters, a 
spokesman for Lahad told The Jeru- 
salem Post. 

Finland demands that Israel act 
without delay and without any prior 
conditions to free the 21 captured 
Finnish Unifil soldiers. Finnish 
Foreign Ministry yesterday told 
Israel’s Ambassador in Helsinki, 
Yehuda Horam, ferae! radio re- 
ported at midnight last night. 

The SLA laid on an honour guard 
for Pons, who arrived by car along 
with a Finnish colonel. Ori Kortila, 
the chief of staff of Unifil headquar- 
ters. 

During his half-hour meeting with 
Pons. Lahad demanded that his 11 
men - now held by tbe Shi’ite militia 
Amal - be exchanged for the 21 
Finns. Lahad maintains that mem- 
bers of the Finnish battalion dis- 
armed the captured SLA men and 
handed them over to Amal last Fri- 
day. 

This version, however, contra- 
dicts Unifil and Finnish accounts of 
the incident which suggest that the 
SLA men defected. 

Lahad agreed that the captured 
SLA men - all of whom are Shi’ites 
residing in the security zone - be 
taken to a neutral place where they 
will be asked whether they want to 
return to the SLA. He insisted that 


the “neutral place” be one where the 
soldiers could freely say whether 
They want to return to tbe SLA and if 
so, could return immediately with- 
out fear of reprisal. 

A source associated with the SLA 
said Pons took notes, but did not 
comment. Later, Unifil’s spokesman 
indicated readiness to try and reach 
such an arrangement. He main- 
tained, however, that it may be diffi- 
cult to work it out, because the 
commander of tbe 1 1 men in AxnaTs 
hands - Aii Jaber - has already 
rejected such proposals. The spokes- 
man said Jaber, who is now 
apparently in Tyre, has talked to 
SLA commanders three or four 
times over Unifil’s radio and per- 
sisted in his refusal to meet them face 
to face. 

After the meeting, Lahad led 
Pons, Kortila and a U nifil doctor to a 
one-storey building in M arjayoun 
where the Finnish soldiers are held. 

Pons asked that their conditions 
be improved and Lahad agreed that 
they could send and receive mail 
several times a week, that officers of 
the Finnish battalion or U nifil bead- 
quarters visit them twice a week and 
-according to the SLA- promised to 
enable them to engage in sports to 
keep them occupied. 

Meanwhile, Finnish Ambassador 
Osmo Vainola yesterday expressed 
“deep regret” that the Finnish sol- 
diers have not been released. 

In a carefully worded statement to 
The Jerusalem Post, the envoy said 
yesterday marked four days since the 
men were arrested “in Southern 
Lebanon by the Israeli -backed 
South Lebanon Army,” 

He recalled that since then, senior 
Israeli authorities “have promised to 
do their utmost to get the Finnish 
soldiers released.” The statement 
concluded: “I deeply regret that this 
has not yet happened.”

MARJAYOUN. - The 21 Finnish 
Unifil troops being held by the South 
Lebanon Array said yesterday that 
they were being treated well and felt 
more like guests than prisoners of 
war. The 21 are being kept together 
on one floor of a house opposite the 
home of SLA Commander Gen. 
Antoine Lahad in Marjayoun. under 
close SLA guard. 

The atmosphere when The Jeru- 
salem Post visited the soldiers yester- 
day, was relaxed. 

“We’re all very well. We have no 
problems, and we're getting plenty 
to eat,” one soldier said. “Unifil's 
(deputy commander) Brigadier- 
General Jean Pons was here today,” 
he went on, “but he bad no news of 
our release. It seems that talks are at 
a standstill and that we will have to 
be patient." 


Asked if he was worried about his 
safety or release, the soldier said: 
“Israel and Lahad have vouched for 
pur security and I trust them. ” 

Another soldier, who also stressed 
thaft he was being well treated, 
added: “We could do with some 
physical exercise. There’s nothing to 
do here all day. We would like to do 
some physical training.” 

Asked if be felt humiliated by his 
captivity, one soldier s£d: “I am a 
reserve officer and this is tbe first 
time I have been kept against my 
will. It is unique, but not humiliat-

ing its way north to the Kinneret, 
bad turned off the highway for a stop 
at the nature reserve at Habonim. 

To get there they had to drive 
along a dirt track which crosses a 
single track rail line, the country's 
major rail route. 

Though it is one of 200 level 
crossings without lights or barriers, it 
is clearly marked by road signs and 
visibility in all directions at die flat 
area is such that trains can dearly be 
discerned from a considerable dis- 
tance. 

Davidov’s bus. which led the con- 
voy, was said by eyewitnesses to 
have stopped, as required by law, 
before driving onto the crossing, and 
then inexplicably carried on, though 
children inside could see the train 
and heard its siren. 

Egged chairman Shlomo Amar, 
MK, told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that there were some questions 
regarding the train driver, specifical- 
ly why he had not braked earlier. 

Today from 8 a.m. till 6 p.m., all 
Egged buses will drive with their 
headlights on as a mark of mourning 
for the victims. 

Twenty-two emergency vehicles 
and 50 medical personnel from 
Magen David Adorn in Haifa, 
Hadera and the surrounding area 
reached the scene shortly after the 
accident. 

The first emergency units, a MDA 
source in Haifa said, were already on 
their way while the first caller from 
Habonim was still on tbe telephone. 
Within minutes the stations had dis- 
patched 17 ambulances, four mobile 
intensive-care units and a mobile 
first-aid station especially designed 
for service in case of mass casualties. 

All the injured received immedi- 
ate examination and first aid, includ- 
ing plasma, drugs for shock and 
trauma and artificial respiration be- 
fore being transferred by the waiting 
ambulances to hospitals in Haifa and 
Hadera. 

A resident of Habonim told The 
Jerusalem Post that he was bending 
over one young girl whom he 
assumed to be dead when an MDA 
attendant ran up and began giving 
the child mouth-to-moulh resuscita- 
tion. The child started to breathe 
and was taken to hospital, he said. 

Prime Minister Feres visited the . 
injured in hospital. Later, on a sche- 
duled visit to Kiiyat Malachi, be was 
asked to join a prayer service, and he 
donned a kippa and tefilin and 
prayed for the recovery of the in- 
jured. 

President Herzog made the fol- 


lowing statement yesterday: 

“This is a sad and tragic day, a day 
of national mourning. We are shock- 
ed to the core by this terrible disas- 
ter. There can be no words of com- 
fort on such occasions, only a feeling 
of bitter void and fearful loss which 
can never be replaced. Words fail us 
in which to give expression to our 
sorrow and frustrated anger and to 
the awful pain. May God grant the 
families strength and bring rapid 
healing to the wounded. How long 
must this fearful slaughter on our 
roads oontinue? Will this terrible 
shock bring us to our senses or will 
we continue tomorrow as if nothing 
had occurred?” 

Railways General Manager Zvi 
Tsafriri said at the scene of the 
accident that the train was travelling 
along a “very clear stretch of line,” 

' with a good view from all directions. 

He considered it a near nriraefe 
that the train had not overturned as 
well to compound the accident. The 
train driver, who was in shock, had 
told him he had seen the bus and 
sounded his horn. 

Tbe railways management grants 
a cash bonus to all train drivers 
arriving on time with a sbo-minute 
margin. Drivers sometimes pick up 
speed after clearing their last meet- 
ing with a train coming from Haifa at 
Dor just south of Haifa, to earn their 
bonus. 

But the railways spokesman told 
The Post last night that the trains’- 
speed band had shown that it was 
going just under lOOkph. and the 
driver involved is known for his care. 

The train had left Tel Aviv at 8 a.m..

TEL AVIV. - Jewish residents of 
Samaria stoned the home of a freed 
Arab terrorist before dawn yester- 
day in an attempt to force him to 
leave the country. 

The action was directed at the 
home of Sirhan Dweikat of Balata 
near Nablus. Dweikat was sentenced 
in 1978 to 20 years' imprisonment for 
planting bombs. He is one of the 
1,150 prisoners released on May 20 
in exchange for three Israeli soldiers 
held in Syria by the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine- 
General Command. 

Dweikat told the police stones 
were hurled at his home at 1 .30a. m. , 
smashing a window. He said he then 
saw two cars drive away. 

A well-placed source in the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Settlements in Judea. 


Samaria and the Gaza District said 
later that the stoning had been done 
by extremists over whom the team 
coordinating the Jewish settlements' 
activities have no control. 

In another development, police 
yesterday arrested a Jewish resident 
of Hebron for pushing a pursuing 
soldier off a car. 

The incident occurred : fate last 
month, shortly after the prisoner 
exchange when Jews fired at the 
bonie of one of tbe rcleased men m 
Yatta in the Hebron Hills. A soldier 
chased the assailants, and when he 
jumped onto their car. he was 
pushed off, the police said. 

The soldier was slightly hurt and 
his gun was damaged. The police 
investigation led to yesterday's 
arrest of a 29-year-old man. who is to 
be brought to court today for re- 
mand. 


Jordanian said killed on hijacked plane 


SUMMIT. - Eight Arab League na- 
tions and the PLO, answering a call 
from Morocco, have agreed to bold a 
summit meeting in Morocco to dis- 
cuss fighting in Palestinian refugee 
camps in Lebanon, the official 
Moroccan news agency reported 
Monday. 


ATHENS (Reuter). - A hijacked 
Jordanian airliner with about 70 peo- 
ple on board landed in Beirut last 
night after flying there from Paler- 
mo, Sicily, where it had stopped for 
refuelling. Greek air traffic control- 
lers said. 

An anonymous caller told the 
Voice of Lebanon radio last night 
that gunmen who hijacked the airlin- 
er from Beirut airport earlier yester- 
day had killed a Jordanian guard on 
board the plane. 

The radio reported the caller rang 
twice to say the hijackers were from 
the “Imam Monsa Sadr Suicide 
Group-Imam Ali Forces” and car- 


ried six Kalashnikov rifles. 15 bombs 
and 50 kilograms of TNT. 

A spokesman for airport author- 
ities at Palermo, who maintained 
radio contact with a hijacker, said 
demands for refuelling had been met 
after the hijacker threatened to 
throw two children from the plane 
onto the runway. 

Officials in Cyprus, where the 
plane landed earlier, said the hijack- 
ing was carried out by four Shi’ite 
Moslems, but the Italian authorities 
say they have been in contact with 
only one hijacker and are uncertain 
whether he is acting alone or with 
others. 


51 Jews leave USSR as emigration hits low

‘Barrier not needed at site*

TEL AVIV. - There is no need for a 
railway barrier at the site of yester- 
day’s accident. Highway Safety 
Administration head Moshe Amirav 
told The Jerusalem Post. The road 
there is a side road with relatively 
little traffic and “even if I had an 
extra S10 million in my tight budget, 
I wouldn’t spend an agora on a 
bander there,” he said. The money 
should go for widening roads where 
die narrow ones cause traffic acci- 
dents, he said. 

Ruth Tamir, head of tbe Histad- 
rut’s department for hired women 
drivers, said she fears that one of the 
causes of the accident may have been 
Egged’s policy of firing hired drivers 
after six months so that they will not 
be eligible for tenured status.

Attorney David Roiem, repre- 
senting several of the leading mem- 
bers of the alleged conspiracy, was 
mocked by most of the other lawyers 
in the courthouse yesterday when he 
said he would go to the High Court 
of Justice on the issue. . 

Said Shlomo Toussia-Cohen, rep- 
resenting three of the defendants: 
“As long as Zamir’s instructions for- 
bid demonstrations from 'both sides' 
of the political argument, there's no 
way it will be overruled by the High 
Court.” 

Zamir's letter to the police recom- 
mends a ban on all demonstrations 
concerning the underground, and 
includes a ban on demonstrations 
about clemency for those already 
convicted. The entire opinion is 
based on the rules of sub judice , 
which determine that once a legal 
process is under way. nothing about 
the case can be expressed beyond the 
bounds of the courtroom, other than 
reporting what takes place in the 
courtroom. 

The consensus among both pro- 
secution and defence attorneys at 
the trial was that Zamir's action 
would hold up in court. 


^Prisoner swap hasn’t relieved crowding

1 The recent release of 1,150 secur- 
ity prisoners has not significantly 
reduced the problem of crowded 
prisons, Police Minister Haim Bar- 
Lev said yesterday. 

Reporting on his ministry's activi- 
ties, Bar-Ley said that the cells va- 
cated by the released prisoners have 
been filled by prisoners previously 
held in police and Israel Defence 
Forces installations. 

He suggested that crowding in 


ordinary prisons (with non-security 
imitates) be reduced by early admi- 
nistrative release of prisoners jailed 
for less serious crimes who have 
served most of their sentences. 

This would require legislation, 
and the ministry has prepared a bill, 
which Bar-Lev hopes to present to 
the Knesset during the winter term 
(which begins in October), the 
minister said. 

Bar-Lev promised to continue to 
fignt uncompromisingly against dis- 
ciplinary violations, and particularly 
against the illegal use of force by 


policemen, corruption, and leaking 
of information. 

He said that the public filed 22 per 
cent fewer complaints against the 
police in the first four months of this 
year than in the corresponding 
period last year. 

The labour disputes have put a 
heavy load on the police and kept 
them from performing their primary 
duty of fi ghting crime, Bar-Lev said. 
He called on all concerned not to 
conduct their struggles by violating 
the law and disturbing the peace. 


Fewer casualties in IDF road accidents

Speaking at a press conference 
here, senior IDF officers said that 
last year 24 per cent fewer soldiers 
were hospitalized after road acd- 
dentstiem in 1978.

finalities. 


For security reasons, the IDF does 
not publish figures for road accidents 
and casualties. Statistics for the civi- 
lian sector, however, incorporate 
the figures for the IDF when an army 
vehicle hits a civilian or is in an 
accident with a civilian vehicle. 

The officials attributed the de- 
crease in IDF road accidents to steps 
taken over the past few years by a 
committee formed of officers from 
different corps. For example,. new 
drivers are receiving longer training, 
and refresher courses for veteran 
drivers, including reservists, have 
been lengthened.

Tsur: Immersion made a condition for Ethiopians to many

HAIF A. - Some 20 young Ethiopian 
couples are waiting to get married, 
but the rabbinate - “with the excep- 
tion of one or to bold rabbis" - is 
refusing to marry them unless they 
undergo a ritual immersion, Absorp- 
tion Minister Ya'acov Tsur told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Tsur said that the majority of 
Ethiopian olim refuse to undergo the 
immersion. "For centuries they safe- 
guarded their Jewishness against all 
enemies, and on coming here were 
recognized as complete Jews by rhe 


government but not by the rabbin- 
ate. which does recognize as Jews 
people who travel on Shabbat and 
eat non-kosher food.” Tsur said. “A 
fight for prestige is developing, and I 
have no doubt that the rabbinate will 
eventually have to relent.” 

Tsur said the absoiption of the 
15,000 olim is reaching the "critical 
stage" at which they are being per- 
suaded to leave absorption centres 
and move into apartments. 

‘We have the funds for apart- 
ments for 10,000 people . and 200 
completed flats in hand, fitted with 
refrigerators, heaters and other fur- 
nishings.*' he said. 


But it is hard to convince the olim 
to leave the "protection" of the 
absorption centres and strike out on 
their own, he went on. 

He rejected the proposal to settle 
the Ethiopians on the land, because 
it is too expensive to build villages; 
they do not want to be farmers, and 
there would be an outcry if they were 
housed in tent villages. 

Tsur said that 2,000 of the olim 
have moved to their own apart- 
ments. another 3,000 are in hotels, 
and the rest are in absorption cen- 
tres. 

Some of these centres are really 


blocks of flats which will become 
permanent independent residences 
once the absorption period is over. 

Tsur noted that the average family 
size is a relatively small 3.9 persons. 

Ethiopian children are generally 
doing well at school and 6b have 
been admitted to university. 

The ministry, he said, is concen- 
trating on the 17-26 age group, which 
has “a high level of motivation” to 
raise its education levels to assure its 
future. 

He noted that the ministry had 
encountered no objections ' in the 
housing estates where the fiats for 
Ethiopians are being readied.

Peres meets taxi drivers 
as strike enters second week

Representatives of the National 
Taxi Drivers Association met with 
Prime Minister Peres at his office in 
Jerusalem yesterday to discuss their 
grievances. Their strike enters its 
second week today. 

This evening, after the meeting of 
the Package Deal Review Commit- 
tee. the cabbies are to decide 
whether to end their strike or to 
renew their protest demonstrations. 
“It will all depend on whether the 
committee grants us a 39-per-cent 
increase in fares as we are deman- 
ding." a spokesman for the drivers 
said. 

At the meeting with Peres, asso- 
ciation chairman Shemtov Shemtov 
said fares are so low that it doesn't 
pay io drive a tan. .Peres said he 
would do his best “within the 
framework of the package deal” to 
increase taxi fares. 


Shemtov said later that he was 
more optimistic after seeing Peres, 
but that he wouldn't call off the 
strike until the drivers' demands are 
met! 

Among those the hardest hit by 
the taxi strike are people who have 
to get to Ben-Gurion Airport. The 
earliest bus leaves the capita] at 6 
a.m. and many passengers are re- 
quired to check in at the airport 
before that. Some, therefore, spend 
the entire night at the airport. 
Others are taking advantage pf dis- 
creet strike-breaking, hiring a pri- 
vate car owned or borrowed by a taxi 
driver who charges about $35 for the 
trip. The normal Nesher fare from 
Jerusalem to the aLport is about $7. 

The Trucking' Board decided 
yesterday to postpone its warning 
demonstration scheduled for today. 
Because of the bus-train accident, 
boarti officials said that it was not 
appropriate to demonstrate today. 


Thatcher to visit Cairo, Amman in September

LONDON. - Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher as good as confirmed 
Her intention to visit Egypt and Jor- 
dan during the autumn. She was 
quizzed in Paxiiameni i.s nc* plans 
for the summer recess. which starts 
in August, and told MPs that she had 
been asked many times to go to 
Egypt and Jordan and "by the time 
the long recess comes about it is time 
I accepted." 


It is understood that Thatcher will 
probably set out on her first official 
visit to tiie Middle East in mid- 
September. It is being emphasized 
that she will not be undertaking a 
peace initiative, hence there will be 
no stopover in Israel. 

But she intends to go to Egypt and 
Jordan in order to reciprocate visits 
made by President Hosni Mubarak 
and King Hussein. The emphasis will 
be on discussing bilateral issues and 
ways of improving trade.

Peretz wants Lahat to stop 
Shabbat shows at Habimah

TEL AVTV. - Interior Minister 
Rabbi Yitzhak Peretz opposes the 
Shabbat talk shows that began at 
Habimah Theatre last Saturday and 
will ask Mayor Shlomo Lahat to stop 
them. Peretz, who was Lahat’s guest 
yesterday on a tour of the city, 
expressed the hope that Tel Aviv 
would become more religious than it 
is.

Hassidic centres and many 
synagogues in which the holy spirit 
of the city flows.” Peretz said. 

Lahat did not respond to Peretz's 
statement. After Orthodox throngs 
tried to stop the show at Habimah on 
Saturday. Lahat said, ‘Tel Aviv will 
□ot become a second Jerusalem.” 
He vowed to stop religious interfer- 
ence in running the city. 

Peretz called on observant and 
non-observant Tel A vivians to be 


tolerant and live in peace with each 
other. 

Lahat suggested that schoolchil- 
dren be obliged to cover their beads 
during Bible lessons in secular 
schools. Peretz nodded approvingly. 

When Lahat, Peretz and Interior 
Ministry Director-General Haim 
Kubersky toured the Ha'aretz 
Museum, director Rehavam Ze'evi 
rold Peretz that before visiting the 
synagogue in the museum, certain 
pupils had never seen a synagogue. 
He makes diem stay a full two hours 
in the synagogue to hear the entire 
lecture about it. Ze'evi said. 

Before srarting the tour. Lahat 
had told Peretz that Tel Aviv's most 
critical problem is the lack of funds 
to develop the city and prevent 
young people from Ie'aving it. Peretz 
was then taken to the Ha'aretz 
Museum to see the building going on 
there. The municipality last week 
approved an $800,000 maintenance 
budget for the museum, apart from a 
development budget. 


German Air Force chief here

Refusenik permitted to get married 


Refusenik Ya'acov Levin, 26, of 
Odessa has been permitted to marry 
although he is serving a three-year 
prison sentence for “spreading anti- 
Soviet propaganda,” the Public 
Council for Soviet Jewry announced 
yesterday. Arrested last August just 
before his wedding, he was 'married 
on June 7 to Yehudit Nefominiyash- 
chi. Present at the wedding was 
another refusenik. David Schecter. 


Yehudit’s father, Mark, was 
arrested shortly after his son-in-law 
and sentenced to the same charge. 

Another refusenik, Yosef Bern- 
stein, is in a Leningrad hospital get- 
ting treatment for damage done to 
his eyes while he was in a labour 
camp. He is partially blind. His wife 
said he would be sent back Jo the 
camp after being released from hos- 
pital. 


‘Squatting’Syrian likely to be ousted from UK

Rock superstars scheduled 
for famine-relief concerts 


LONDON (AF). - Some of rock's 
superstars of the past two decades - 
Bob Dylan, Paul McCartney, Elton 
John, Mick Jagger. Paul Simon and 
Stevie Wonder, to name a few - 
share the billing for dual concerts 
next month on both sides of the 
Atlantic to raise millions for African 
famine victims. 

Organized by Band Aid, the Brit- 
ish group set up last year to aid the 
starving in Ethiopia, the concerts are 
to be staged od the same day. July 
13. at Wembley Stadium in London 
and John F. Kennedy Stadium in 
Philadelphia. 

Seven telecommunication satel- 
lites will beam the shows live to an 
estimated one billion viewers in at 
least 2S countries, including the 
Soviet Union and China, the promo- 
ters said Monday. 

‘•The most important people in 
the music world of the past 20 years 
will be taking part in this event and 
will be giving their services free,” 
Band Aid organizer Bob Geldof told 
a news conference. 

The list of entertainers reads as if 
it were compiled from an encyc- 
lopedia of rock since the early 1960s. 

Among those to appear in Phi- 
ladelphia are Eric Gapton, Duran 
Duran, Dylan, Hall and Oates, Jag- 
ger, Billy Joel, Huey Lewis. Robert 
Plant. Santana, Simon, Neil Young 
and Wonder. 

Scheduled to play at Wembley are 


David Bowie, Phil Collins, Elvis 
Costello, Dire Straits. John.. Ho- 
ward Jones, Queen, Sting, Paul 
Young, The Who (specially re- 
formed for the event), and-Fanl 
McCartney. 

Geldof said he hoped the event 
would raise at least $12.5 million for 
famine victims in Ethiopia and 
neighbouring drought-stricken na- 
tions of eastern Africa. 

Band Aid has already raised near- 
ly $9m. for famine relief, mainly 
through sales of its record ‘‘Do They 
Know It’s Christmas?'’ 

Tickets for the London concert 
will cost $31 each, and organizers are 
expecting 72,000 people to fill 
Wembley stadium. 

A spokesman for the promoters 
said the concerts will be televized 
live around the world by the British 
Broadcasting Corp., ABC-TV and 
the cable rock network MTV. 

The telecast will switch back and 
forth from London to Philadelphia 
so that viewers will see part of both 
concerts, which are expected to last 
10 hours, he said. 

Money for famin e relief will be 
raised from television rights, ticket 
sales and various spinoffs such as 
souvenir brochures. 

In addition, TV networks in coun- 
tries where the concerts will be 
shown must guarantee to hold tele- 
thons to elicit contributions, he said. 


Reagan’s Salt 
statement gets 
mixed reaction 


Soviets paid for shooting 
of pontiff, Agca alleges 


ROME (AP). - Mehmet Ali Agca 
testified yesterday that Soviet diplo- 
mats ordered and paid for the assas- 
sination attempt on Pope John Paul 
II four years ago in St. Peter’s 
Square. . . . 

“The order to kill the pope came 
from the Soviet Embassy in Sofia 
(the Bulgarian capital),” said Agca, 
who is serving a jail sentence for 
trying to kill the Polish-born pontiff. 
“The ‘Gray Wolves' acted with the 
complicity of diplomats in Rome 
that included Aivazov, Kolev and 
Antonov.” 

The names he mentioned are of 


the three Bulgarians on trial. The 
“Gray Wolves” are a Turkish tenor 
group to which Agca belonged. 

On trial are three Bulgarians and 
four Turks charged with complicity 
in the May 13, 1981 shooting of the. 
pontiff. Agca, who has disrupted 
proceedings with irrational out- 
bursts, made his remarks in a brief 
statement before he resumed 
answering questions. 

“The first secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy in Sofia paid 3 milli on 
(West German) marks (then $1.25 
million)” for the shooting, Agca 
said. 


LONDON (Reuter) - The official 

Soviet news agency Tass charged 

yesterday that President Reagan was 
trying to destroy Soviet-U.S. arms 
agreements by imposing conditions 
on his acceptance of the unratified 
Salt-13 missile accord. 

It said Reagan's conditions 
showed that the U.S. was ready to 
ignore any aspect of the accord that 
it deemed an obstacle to im- 
plementing its “militaristic program- 
mes.” 

America's Nato allies, however, 
responded with enthusiasm to 
Reagan's statement to uphold the 
pact, due to expire at the end of the 
year. 

Reagan told Congress on Monday 
that he reserved the right to reverse 
his decision to accept the level of 
1,200 multiple-nuclear-warhead 
launch ers set by the accord if the 
Soviet Union did not live op to the 
agreement or failed to actively pur- 
sue anus-control agreements in talks 
now taking place in Geneva. 

Despite the strong Tassreaction. a 
Soviet Foreign Ministry spokesman 
took a softer line, saying the Kremlin 
was studying the president’s state- 
ment and would not rush to hasty 
public declarations. 

Reagan told congress and the 
Americas public on Monday that he 
was willing “to go the extra'mile” in 
trying to persuade the Soviets to take 
positive steps to abide by the 1979 
Strategic Anns Limitation Treaty ; 
and conclude a new one with the ( 
U.S. making even deeper cuts in , 
nuclear weapons. i

CHARLESTON. West Virginia

Vincent, however, isn’t laughing. 

“Making anim al sounds from the 


bench is, I believe, inappropriate,” 
said the doctor, who last week failed 
in a bid to have Neely disqualified 
from his case. 

Vincent, who is wrangling with the 
hospital over tbe location of a birth 
centre in the Glen Dale area, said 
Neely ridiculed him and his lawyer 
“by making stupid, inappropriate, 
childish animal noises" during the 
hearing. 

“Judge Neely said to my attorney. 
‘Here we go again - sheep. -Baa, 
Baa’,” the doctor says. 

Neely said that even if be did let 
loose with tbe animal imitation, it’s 
simply a courtroom tool he employs.

Malpractice suits are *big business’ 


National League 
East Dtvbfen 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - 
Medical malpractice suits have be- 
come a multi-billion-doUar business 
in the U.S., with huge damages 
awarded by juries to some victims. 

A jury in Los Angeles recently 
awarded $5.3 million to a 64-year- 
old man after a surgeon removed the 
wrong kidney from him, leaving him 
with a cancerous one. 

In New York, a pregnant woman 
was given a test by a young doctor 
who later admitted he did not under- 
stand warning signals from a fetal 
monitor. The fetus was temporarily 
deprived of oxygen and was bom 
with severe brain damage. 

The jury awarded the child $2.5m. 

A Virginia jury awarded a family 
in a similar case S8.3m. after their 
daughter was bora severely retarded 
owing to medical negligence. 

These highly publicized cases are 
- being contested in higher courts. 

Suing the doctor has become com- 
monplace in the U.S. “This year it 
will affect one out of five doctors,” 
says' Dr. James Sammons of the 
American Medical Association 
(A.M.A.), which sees the situation 


as a crisis inflamed by phoney suits. 

“We have to understand there is a 
difference between an unfortunate 
result and malpractice,” Sammons 
said. “Ninety per cent (of tbe cases) 
are frivolous." 

The A.M.A. estimates that pa- 
tients received about $2 billion in 
malpractice settlements in 1983. 
Some 40,000 claims were filed that 
year , nearly triple the 1975 level. 

Surgeons, obstetricians and anes- 
thesiologists face the greatest risk of 
being sued. For some New York 
doctors, insurance costs approach 
$100,000 a year. 

The A.M.A. says the rising 
chances of being sued have led doc- 
tors to practise “defensive medi- 
cine” - calling for more tests than in 
the past, keeping patients in hospital 
longer and bringing in consultants 
for second and third opinions. 

This, the A.M, A. says, adds $15- 
40 billion a year to America's medic- 
al costs. 

The doctors' organization has 
launched an ambitious lobbying 
effort in state legislatures to seek' 
new laws placing a cap on jury 


awards, stressing arbitration to settle 
■disputes and reducing incentives for 
lawyers to sue. 

Several states, including Vir gini a 
and California, already have laws on 
the books aimed at limiting malprac- 
tice awards. Illinois and New York 
are considering similar laws. 

On the other side, lawyers who 
specialize in malpractice cases - and 
collect up to half the awards - reject 
the doctors' “frivolous lawsuit” 
argument as self-serving nonsense 
and have mounted their own nation- 
al lobbying effort to counter the 
doctors. 

Tbe Association of Trial Lawyers 
of America, based in Washington, 
says it is having mixed results in 
combatting the doctors but is armed 
' with figures to back its case. 

The lawyers urged the doctors to 
concentrate on cleaning up their own 
bouse instead of looking for special 
protection from the jury system. 

The association cited a report on 
Florida malpractice claims, which 
found that one per cent of the doc- 
tors accounted for a quarter of all the 
complaints.

strain on the budget. The bulk of the 
money we spent went towards pur- 
chasing blankets, sheets, pillows, py- 
jamas and mattresses, as well as 
tables, chairs and beds that had 
simply fallen apart with age. Occa- 
sionally. at the discretion of the 
social workers, electric bills were 
subsidized' for those who could not 
afford to use the heaters they had 
been given. For someone living on 
15157,100 a month, even a pair of 
pyjamas may seem like an irreplace- 
able item. 

A disproportionately large num- 
ber of Forsake Me Not contributors 
seem to come from the ranks of the 
elderly, some of whom are them- 
selves on very limited budgets. The 
late Miijam Gottheimer- of Jeru- 
salem was one such supporter. 

Mirjam lived alone on a small 
pension, had no family and used to 
contribute relatively small sums to 
the Forsake Me Not campaign to 
mark special occasions in her life, 
such as the birthday of her late sister, 
and her return from hospital after a 
long bout of illness. Upon her death, 
she bequeathed a share of the sale of 
her apartment and few personal 
effects to the Forsake Me Not cam- 
paign, a legacy of $10,000. 

Heartening as it often is to receive 
support from the elderly, who clear- 
ly have no difficulty identifying with 
the plight of their needy peers, it 
would be even more encouraging to 
begin to see a shift in the burden to 
include more of our younger read- 
ers.

Hunting leviathans

The 1978 List put a six-month 
embargo on "unique” as in "very 
unique,” “most unique” and "un- 
iquely unique,” and on “hopefaUy,” 
commonly used to mean "it is to be 
hoped,” rather than its proper 
meaning, "in a hopeful manner.” 
There is no indication that the 
embargo has been lifted, or, for that 
matter, observed by anyone. 

A unicorn hunter in Appleton, 
Wisconsin wrote in 1980 : “Whenev- 
er 1 raise a question about something 
that is not going well, and someone 
tells me. ‘No problem,’ there is 
almost invariably a problem.” 

I PROPOSE the establishment of an 
Israeli branch of Unicom Hunters. 
But I don’t know about the kashrut 
of unicorns, so 1 propose a kosher 
name from Jewish mythology : 
Leviathan Hunters. 

The Talmud (Bava Basra 74b) tells 
us that the “great sea monsters” that 
God created on the fifth day (Gene- 
sis 1:21) were “Leviathan the Elu- 
sive Serpent... the Twisting Ser- 
pent” (Isaiah 27:1), male and 


female, Eke all the other creatures. 
And if the two had ever copulated, 
the world would have been .des- 
troyed. So God emasculated the 
male and killed the female and pick- 
led her, to feed to the Tzaddikim, 
the Righteous, when the Messiah 
comes. And he will make a succa, 
booth, out of the male's hide for the 
Tzaddikim to sit in for the Redemp- 
tion Banquet. 

“Leviathan the Elusive. ..Twisting 
Serpent,” capable of destroying the 
world in conjugation— what perfect 
imagery for word-abusage! 

For a start, the Leviathan Hunters 
might banish “dialogue” and 
“meaningful/* and the la:ter‘s 
synonym in popular usage, “real.” 

Here are some other words I 
would treat, not necessarily in order 
of importance. One is the atrocious 
term "Holocaust Day,” when what 
is meant is "Holocaust Martyrs and 
Heroes Remembrance Day. "If a 
shorter phrase is needed, let it be at 
least "Holocaust Remembrance 
Day,” though I don't understand 
why our official Anglicize rs chose 
“remembrance” rather than 


“memorial” for the day honouring 
those who fell in wars. 

Then there are some terms per- 
taining to the Jewish religious- 
denominational scene. For example, 
if "Orthodox” 'is supposed to mean 
adherence to the "original, correct” 
principles and observances, should 
people who throw rocks or who are 
not as scrupulous about weights and 
measures as they are about (fishes be 
called “Orthodox,” let alone “uitrar 
Orthodox,” or even dati— 
“religions?” Then there is a move- 
ment whose leaders have initiated an 
almost total revolution in both prin- 
ciple and practice, and some of 
whose adherents are not necessarily 
better regarding weights and mea- 
sures than about their (fisbes. Can its 
members properly be called “Tradi- 
tional” or “Conservative” ? 

Also requiring treatment is the 
term “settler” when used to desig- 
nate ‘’Jewish residents of the admi- 
nistered areas.” Another is “West 
Bank,” when what is meant are the 
Judea and Samaria districts of the 
region west of the Jordan River that 
the Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan 
lost to Israel in the war it launched 
against us in 1967. 

There are many others. 
A1 together, the Leviathan Hunters 
have their work cut out for them.

THE ONE question I always dread 
the most, and the one I so very often 
get asked, is put in the negative from 
the beginning, and it goes “you can’t 
keep a dog in an apartment, can 
you? My children want a dog but I 
ten them it’s cruel to keep it in a flat. 
I'm right, aren’t I?” 

I dread this question because the 
questioner doesn’t want to hear the 
answer unless he or she is sure Tm 
going to agree. As far as I'm con- 
cerned, it’s not where but how vou 
keep your dog or other pet arid, 
above all, I really cannot imagine 
bringing up my children in a place 
that I considered unsuitable for a 
dog. 

But all this brings us to a much 
more basic question and that is, do 
you want to keep a dog, or for that 
matter any other pet? And in the 
family, just who wants it and who 
doesn't? More than 30 years of deal- 
ing with people and their pets has 
taught me that while most frequently 
it is the male partner, supported by 
the children from five to 15 who want 
a dog and who lobby strongly in 
favour of the subject, in the end it is 
the female partner who ends up 
taking care of it, often unwillingly. It 
wasn’t planned that way but that's 
how it works out. 

She, in the end, toilet trains the 
puppy because she doesn’t want it 
messing up the house, and it is she 
who runs down several flights of 
stairs with the puppy, having thrown 
a robe over her nightgown in order 
to get him down before the call of 
nature makes him forget that he 
should do this outside. By the same 
token, she feeds the puppy, because 
she is a mother and knows it’s hungry 
and in any case it gets ..the little 
monster out from under her feet in 
the kitchen, and she grooms it, be- 
cause if she doesn’t she is the one 
who has to dean the hairs off the 
carpet and the furniture. I 

Even when the female partner 
works outside the home, she's more 
likely to be the one who takes care of 
the pup, somehow finding the time 
that her spouse and children swear 
they don't have, not today at least. A 
part of th(s is that women, once 
presented with something that has to 
be taken care of, get down to busi- 
ness and take care of it. 


SO, I DON'T really need to hear 
justifications about a small flat, no 
garden, etc. to understand the busy 
woman who says she has enough to 
. do and doesn’t want another respon- 
sibility. A puppy, in the end, is 
another “somebody” to be cared 
for. 

But down to facts. Dogs come in 
all sizes and all temperaments. 
There really is the right type of dog 
for just about everyone, and the 
main thing that keeps people from 
getting the type of dog they would 
enjoy most is the stereotypes and 
preconceived notions they have ab- 
out dogs. 

One of the biggest traps that peo- 
ple fall into is thinking that they want 
a watch dog. without knowing that 
the job of such a dog is to guard its 
master’s property and person. This 
may be a great idea in a place where 
no one except the family and those 
escorted by tiiem have access, but in 
a condominium or a normal urban 
apartment house, this can be a disas- 
ter. You just can’t take a German 
shepherd or a Doberman or a Ca- 
naan that has been bred for genera- 
tions to protect its territory and 
expect the dog to allow all and 
sundry to wander upstairs and down 
outside the door. Sooner or later one 
of the children will leave the door

The small breeds are much more 
nervous, easily frightened and may 


snap to protect themselves from 
"mistreatment” that a larger dog 
would consider a normal part of 
rougb-and- tumble play. 

Whether you live in a villa or a flat 
matters little in the end, since dogs 
should, and by law must, be walked 
on a leash. Since there’s rarely a 
cottage or a villa around that has a 
closed, dog-proof fence, the dog 
must still be taken out for its walks 
and to a park or other suitable area 
for a run. The chances are. if a dog is 
allowed out off leash, that in a short 
time it will either be stolen (if It’s a 
valuable breed), run over by a car or 
poisoned by the municipality. 

So. in the end the real question 
that you should ask, and only of 
yourself, is whether you are willing • 
to assume the responsibility of keep- 
ing a dog. This is a subject to be 
well-dissected within the family be- 
fore the father and children go out 
for a drive one sunny afternoon and 
“just happen” to pass by kennels 
where they have these adorable pup- 
pies. 

My guess, in a lot of cases, is that 
you probably will decide to keep a 
dog. After all. more than 100.000

The packagedeal isdead

TEL AVTV. - "For all practical 
purposes, the package deal has 
ceased to exist." Avner Ben-Yakar. 
chairfftfn of the Federation ui Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce. . said 
yesterday. He admitted ih.ii it ex- 
isted de jure, but not de facto, for the 
main partner, the government, had 
not honoured the underlying princi- 
ples for ahich the rirst package deal 
was siuued in November I9S4. 

Then. «e were given to under- 
stand that there would he a total, or 
near-total, freeze of prices, taxes 
,,n.i .-.ages, and that this freeze 
would idlow the economy to cool 
off. he said. During this cooling off 
Pl.-u.kj. the government was to lake 
those steps needed to get the eco- 
nomy functioning again, mainly by 
canine the national budget. So far. 
the npvem.ik.nt has failed to make 
an' -iianifitant steps in this direction. 

Vi ij.- • irK - lien-Yakar most is that 
since Iasi November the dollar has 
risen in ■.aim? by 105%. yet the 
authorities have allowed merchants 
to raise their prices by only 35%. 


“This has put us into a tight comer 
and imposes severe sacrifices." 

The federation is a member of the 
Coordinating Committee of the Eco- 
nomic Organizations, whose main 
member, the Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. has hinted thar unless the 
processed food manufacturers are 
allowed considerable price hikes, 
the Coordinating Committee would 
announce on July 5 that it was pull- 
ing out of the package deal in line 
with previously agreed arrange- 
ments. 

Another important member of the 
Coordinating Committee, the Far- 
mers Federation, is against pulling 
out of the deal- 

The food processors claim that 
only 40 out of 200 items approved for 
price rises by the Ministry of Indus- 
try and Trade have actually received 
the necessary permits. Meanwhile, 
the manufacturers of the other 160 
items are losing money. These 
manufacturers now threaten that un- 
less they too get their price hikes, 
they will stop production and either 
dismiss their workers or send them 
on forced vacations.

Two big organizations of 
businessmen in merger

TEL AVTV. - The chairmen of the 
National Federation of Commerce, 
and the Federation of Israeli Cham- 
bers of Commerce. Ya’acov Israeli 
and Avner Ben-Yakar. yesterday 
announced that the two bodies had 
merged. 


Ben-Yakar said that this would 
give the business sector of the coun- 
try more clout in its negotiations 
with the government and other sec- 
tions ot the economy. Two other 
bodies, the National Merchants 
Association and the Artisans Asso- 
ciation, are the two main bodies in 
this field which have not joined. 

The Federation of Chambers of 
Commerce represents some 90,000 
wholesalers, retailers, importers, ex- 
porters and companies active in ser- 
vices, while the National Federation 


of Commerce has some 15.000 mem- 
bers, nearly all of them retailers. 
This organization concentrates on 
helping its members fill in their in- 
come tax and VAT forms and also 
arranges for licences. 

Ben-Yakar said that the entire 
commercial section of the economy 
had to band together to get better 
treatment from the government, 
which “practises strange and discri- 
minatory tax policies." The govern- 
ment. for example, is now planning 
to grant a 10% income reduction to 
productive workers, plus a 5% tax 
cut to their employers. 

“So, a worker in a factory which 
fills bottles with soda is considered a 
productive worker, as is a char- 
woman in a hotel, which is part of the 
tourist industry, while a computer 
programmer, who is drawing up soft- 
ware worth millions in exports, is not 
considered a productive worker." 


North Sea oil prices continue slide 


ROTTERDAM (Reuter). - Prices 
for North Sea crude oil slumped 
further on the European spot market 
yesterday amid growing doubts ab- 
out Opec's ability to police its self- 
imposed price and output pact, and 
renewed reports of discounting by 
Abu Dhabi. 

Oil traders spoke of heavy spe- 
culative selling, with cargoes of 


Brent crude due to be delivered in 
August and September selling for 
around $25.50 a barrel - a dollar 
below the official $26.65 price for 
June deliveries set last week. 

Weakening prices led the Opec 
ministerial executive committee 
meeting in Saudi Arabia last week to 
bring forward a full Opec ministerial 
meeting by three weeks, to June 30. 


The other line, trumpeted by most of the relevant 
ministries, is that Ata has died long ago. What remains, is 
therefore to try and help out the ex-employees as best as 
possible, whether by retraining or by early retirement or 
whatever. 

The interesting thing is that nobody knows the real 
condition of the company, or even has any way of 
knowing it. because independent and reliable informa- 
tion is impossible to come by. Neither the government 
□or the Manufacturers Association nor the textile indus- 
try has produced a proper study of the problems and 
possibilities involved. All the parties’ positions have 
become articles of faith, in which facts and figures have 
no place. 

Note, too, the total lack of input into the discussion 
from the halls of academe. Whereas as soon as we get 
onto the evergreen topics of budgets, balance of pay- 
ments and the general economy, there are legions of 
professors spouting ideas and arguing with one another, 
here there is total silence. 

This is not a chance event. It is not even because the 
learned gentlemen don't want to get involved in a nasty 
businesslike Ata. The reason is far simpler. Their silence 
emphasizes the ignorance of all the academic community 
of anything to do with a specific industry (except the 
financial services, where they are well at home) and 
certainly^nything so limited as a single company. 

They learn, teach and preach about macro-economics 
from morning till night. buL when it comes to a micro- 
problem they are nowhere to be seen, because they have 
nothing to contribute. 

Even the schools of business and management can do 
no more than reflect the Israeli reality that all that 
matters is the control of cash flow and other financial 


economics and micro-economies, but although they 
teach micro first, they soon give it up for the wonders ot 
macro. Then we find that none of them have anything 
intelligent to say about nitty-gritty things like whether 
people's jobs are saveable and what the costs of alterna- 
tive plans reallv are. 

Ata is too small to show up in their computer- 
programmed, multi-variable econometric model, so they 
just cross it out. 

But the politicians don't, for exactly the opposte 
reasons. Small thou gh it is, Ata is important to them for 
its symbolic role and for the political capital it offers. 
They too have no idea of the relative economics of the 
firm or whether it-is dead or just unwell. 

The general public, it need hardly be said, has even 
less idea, and its attitudes are formed by media coverage, 
which itself is manipulated by the politicians and others. 
But it matters to us. the public, because it is our money 
that is being pledged, whether it goes as direct grants or 
as indirect subsidies. 

The government hasn’t got enough taxpayer’s money 
(because it hasn’t enough taxpayers) to cover its regular 
needs, let alone bail out companies that may be dead 
anyway. The concept of a shortage of money or, as the 
economists call it, a scarcity of resources, to be allocated 
among competing needs, is only just beginning to sink 
home in government circles. The old habit of throwing 
money at any problem dies hard, and the American 
largesse only serves to make Ata's death more lingering. 

But it remains an immutable fact that all the freierim 
who pay taxes are seeing them poured away on some- 
thing that nobody really knows the first thing about._ All 
the cheats who don't pay taxes are being proven right 
again. 

For the small group in the middle, sitting on the fence 
and weighing the value of their self-esteem against the 
value of money in their pocket, the decision to finance all 
of the education budget from everybody's taxes (and 
National Insurance is just as much a tax as income tax - 
for salaried workers, at least) without any contribution 
from parents at all, should serve as a further push in the 
direction of tax evasion. 

As the senior levels of the income tax authority can tell 
you, everybody's got a price. 


Move towards new trade talks 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). - Minis- 
ters from 21 industrial and develop- 
ing countries which account for some 
70% of world trade agreed yesterday 
on measures to bring a new round of 
talks on trade liberalization a step 
closer, officials said. 

“We drink significant progress has 
been made in the process, leading to 
a new round of Gatt (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade). 
“U.S. Acting Trade Representative 
Michael Smith said . 

The U.S. and Japan have led west- 
ern calls for a new meeting of the 


92-nation body to iron out problems 
in existing free trade rules. Washing- 
ton would like It to start next year. 

Many developing countries fear a 
new Gatt round could jeopardize 
existing trade advantages and that 
the U.S. might seek to introduce a 
graduated scale of free trade rules, 
which would allow only the poorest 
countries free access to its markets. 

The ministers agreed to. ask the 
Gatt council xo organize a meeting 
by September of senior officials from 
Gatt member states which could 
pave the way for a new Gatt round.

WASHINGTON (AP).- Jacques de 
Larosiere. managing director of the 
International Monetary Fund, 
announced yesterday that he is ready 
to back new help for Argentina in its 
efforts to cope with its $48 billion 
debt.

“The first bus stopped about one 
and a half metres from the crossing, 
part way up the rise, where there Is a

“The bus driver must have

because the bus started movinf 
again, but very slowly. 

“At that point everything seemed 
to happen in slow motion. I could 
not believe my own eyes as the train 
crashed into the back part of the bus 
and went whistling past. 

“When I looked for the bus after* 
wards « was no longer there. It had 
been dragged along and then flung 
.'into the air. It had turned over and 
ended up some 45 metres from the 
point of impact." 

1 Kessler raised the alarm and then 
went down to offer assistance to the 

wounded. . 

By tho.tinie'he/reached the bus, 

. the train, bad.stopped and dozens of 
soldiers Who had been on board were 
■ raring out to help the wounded. 

Kessler said the scene was like the 
aftermath of abattle, with one singu- 
. lar e reception :tiie4e ad and wounded 
were children.. ; 

He said most of the injured were 
unconscious and many appeared to 
be dead: "When we came across a 
body with signs of life it was really 
encouraging. I did not see anybody 
from the bus who got up and walked 
away from the accident. 

“There was one boy who was lucid 
and asked wheire he was and what 
had happened, but he was the excep-

tion. The majority did not even cry 
out or groan.” be said. 

One of the soldiers from the train, 
Jackie Suissa, 19, was among those 
who went to the aid of the injured, 
despite receiving a blow on the head 
in the crash. 

Suissa had been looking out of the 
train window and saw the bus com* 
ing towards the level crossing. “I had 
the sensation that something was 
going to happen and I almost stop- 
ped breathing. 

“Secoads later there was a terrific 
crash and I was knocked on the 
head. When the train stopped we all 
rushed out to the bus where I saw 
scenes too horrible to recall. 

"There were bits of bodies lying by 
the side of the track. 1 saw two legs, a 
hand, part of an arm. When I got to 
the bus the driver was still trapped 
inside and with the help of another 
soldier we managed to free her. She 
was still alive then and tried to talk 
but no sound came from her 
mouth." 

Suissa said an Israel Defence 
Forces nurse at the scene told him to 
help two children, a boy and a girl, 
and force their mouths open to pre- 
vent them from swallowing their 
tongues. 

He said they were at the scene for 
about half an hour before the first 
ambulance arrived. It was followed 
by 16 others, including five mobile 
intensive-care units, staffed with 
doctors and paramedics. Two Air 
Force helicopters helped to evacuate 
the wounded. 

Suissa blacked out and was taken 
to Rambam Hospital suffering from 
concussion. 

Visitors to the wounded yesterday 
included Prime Minister Peres, 
Health Minister Mordechai Gur, 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu, 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navou 
and the mayors of Haifa and Petah 
Tikva. 

Peres said it was "an unbelievable 
tragedy. The hearts of all of us are 
heavy with sorrow and chagrin. 

"Our children are the most impor- 
tant part of our lives. Our sympathy 
today ts with the families. The whole 
nation is like one big family.”

The children in Rinat's bus heard 
of fhe accident on the 10 o'clock 
news, but were not sure it was one of 
their school's buses. 

When they reached Caesarea at 
noon they were told to return to 
Petah Tikva. “All the children in the 
bus cried and panicked. TTiey 
screamed. Many of us put on lefUiin 
and prayed on the way. When we 
returned we saw our parents 
crying,” Rinat said. 

‘Tin never going on a school trip 
again,” and “My parents said they'll 
never let me go on a trip again,” two 
classmates of the killed children said 
at the school yesterday. 

All the boys who were killed were 
members of Hapoel Petah Txkva’s 
handball team and some had been 
chosen for the national team. 

The closest friend of one of the 
boys who was killed choked on his 
tears and could not say how be felt 
when he heard of the accident. One 
of the boys who died was due to have 
his bar-mitzva party today. 

As the names of those killed 
started to filter through, parents 
were taken to identify the bodies of 
their children. Yesterday evening, 
four of the bodies had yet to be 
identified. 

An air of mounting descended on 
Petah Tikva when the extent of the 
tragedy became clear. People sat in 
cafes in stunned silence, while others 
recounted the story of the accident 
again and again, trying to make out if 
any of their relatives were in the fatal 
crash. , 

The municipal council, which con- 
vened for a mourning meeting 
yesterday evening, declared a week 
of mourning and cancelled all public 
events for the week. All the town's 
shops and businesses wUI be closed 
today.

affairs. He moved out of their house 
in 1975. 

They had kept the secret of his 
identify because they feared for the 
safety of their children.

Another Austrian couple. Wol- 
fram and Liselotte Bossert. said last 
week they were introduced to 
Mengele bv a Wolfgang Gerhard in 
1970. 

The Bosserts said Mengele 
drowned in 1979 and was buried as 
Wolfgang Gerhard. The real 
Gerhard had died in Austria six 
months earlier, according to the 
Brazilian police.

TEL AVIV. - Another dull day of 
trading passed over the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange yesterday. The 
share market turned lower, while 
bonds remained mixed. Volumes 
were mediocre in both cases. 

In the share market, the volume 
actually improved somewhat, almost 
reaching IS2 billion, which is now 
about S1.8 million. Just over half of 
the total was accounted for by the 
bank shares in the “arrangement” 
group, and industrials took half of 
the rest as usual. 

There was a distinct move in the 
direction of selling pressure, as the 
advance/dedine figures indicate, 
with the number of falling issues 
running ahead of advancing ones for 
the first time this week. Neverthe- 
less. there was no mass of sharply 
falling issues, many less “sellers 
only” situations- In fact the mutual 
funds were in action again, buying 
up shares of the larger companies 
offered for sale. 

In this respect, the largest of the 
mutual fund groups, that of Leumi- 
PIA. continues to dominate trading. 
One recent analysis of the current 
state of the share market made the 
valid point, that if not for buying 
activities of Lemni-Pl A and its smal- 
ler colleagues, the share market 
would have plunged sharply in re- 
cent weeks. 


Even the mutual funds' support 
(fid not prevent some shares, like 
Hassneh and Qal Israel, from falling 
5-10% yesterday, but the institution- 
al favourites - Delek, Dead Sea 
Works. EDB Development and Dis- 
count Investments - traded with hi- 
de or no change. 

As a result, the loss of the non- 
bank index was held to 0.54%. with 
only the mortgage banks (-1.21%) 
and the investment companies 
(-2.52%) moving significantly lower. 
In the other direction, the small but 
volatile groups of specialized finan- 
cial institutions and oil exploration 
shares gained 4.93% and 2.30%. 
respectively. 

The “arrangement'' banks were 
barely changed, but the ongoing de- 
valuation pushed the yields on most 
of these quasi-bonds firmly above 
the 12% annual level. 
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Camp David’s real meaning 


THE PRESENT argument about peace tajks between Israel 
and Jordan (and the Palestinians) is largely confined to the 
mechanism of the mooted negotiations. 

King Hussein has come up with his own set of proposals, 
which start with discussions in Amman between a U.S. 
delegation and a Jordaniao-Palestinian delegation, lead to the 
recognition of the PLO once it has endorsed Resolution 242. 
and end up with an international conference. Premier Shimon 
Peres, addressing the Knesset on Monday, offered his own 
scenario, which begins with continued talks between repre- 
sentatives of the U.S., Israel, Jordan, Egypt and Palestinians 
who are not PLO members (but might perhaps be members of 
the Palestinian National Council).' and leads to a peace 
conference between the parties directly concerned, backed by 
the permanent members of the Security Council. 

Smoothing over current procedural differences would plainly 
take some time, for the obvious reason that procedure helps in 
no mean degree to determine substantive results. But it is 
surely not too early for the government to begin working out a 
substantive framework for east-front peace talks. 

The trouble is that the task is well-nigh impossible. The 
Likud, speaking mainly through Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir, 
is insisting that, whenever talks open, Israel will place the 
Camp David accords - concluded with Egypt - upon the table 
and call on Jordan to subscribe to "The Framework for Peace in 
the Middle East." In his Knesset speech, Mr. Peres said there 
was an agreement between the Labour Party and the Likud that 
this would, indeed, be the first step, but that Jordanian 
acceptance would not be a condition for proceeding with the 
negotiations. 

In other words, the Camp David accords would no sooner be 
tabled than they would be tossed into the wastepaper basket - 
at least in their Likud interpretation. 

This might not be necessary if the Likud agreed, in advance, 
that the “frill autonomy" originally pledged to the inhabitants 
of the West Bank and Gaza would not be the stingy version 
suggested, in fact, by Menachem Begin. Mr. Peres himself is 
ready to propose “a far-reaching autonomy." But would this 
include the renunciation by Israel of its right to do as it pleases 
with West Bank state lands, including the right to settle them 
with Jews? 

If it would, the Jordanians (and the Palestinians) might 
conceivably show some interest. But the Likud would never 
approve so radical a revision of its autonomy plan. 

In order to turn the autonomy into a serious, viable idea, 
Israel would also have to acknowledge that it has not exhausted 
its Camp David obligations, based as they are on Resolution 
242, by accepting Palestinian autonomy under its rule, and that 
the arrangements for a five-year “transitional period” may not 
become permanent merely because Israel has so willed. But 
this is now a fundamental Likud tenet: pay lip service to Camp 
'David, and pretend that it has absolved you of any further 
requirement to trade “territory for peace.*' 

It was in this spirit that the Likud wrote into its 1981 election 
plank, and later into the second Begin government's basic 
policy guidelines, a promise that, when the transition period 
expires, this country would “raise its claim and act to realize its 
right of sovereignty over Judea, Samaria and Gaza." A more 
brazen distortion could hardly have been devised of the Camp 
David requirement that, not later than the third year of the 
transitional period, negotiations should take place to deter- 
mine the final status of the territories and to conclude a peace 
treaty between Israel and Jordan by the end of the five years. 

The current invocation of Camp David by the Likud is 
merely another excuse to ward off die threat of peace, and to 
perpetuate the status quo. For peace talks to actually begin not 
only a suitable mechanism will apparently be needed but a 
different Israeli government as well. 


Death at the crossing 


THE DESTINY of Israel has made us tragically accustomed to 
the death of young people from unnatural causes - death in 
wars, death as a result of terrorist attacks, death on the roads. 
All too many Israeli parents have had to suffer the ultimate, 
almost unendurable, tragedy of burying their children. But our 
history had not prepared us for the calamity that took place 
yesterday, when 17 schoolchildren were killed and 17 injured, 
some seriously, when a train collided with a bus taking them on 
a school excursion. The unpredictability of the disaster made it 
all the more poignant. 

The police and a commission of inquiry are investigating the 
causes of the disaster, so it is premature to apportion blame. 
But we are already in a position to echo the words of Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon when he visited the grief-stricken 
Brenner School in Petah Tikva, that surely now drivers will 
realize that they must observe basic road precautions. 

The heavy responsibility of controlling the lethal weapon 
that a man-made vehicle is falls particularly heavily on drivers 
of public transport, to whose care are entrusted the lives of 
large groups of citizens. 

In this particular case, the accident took place at an 
unguarded level crossing, where a very minor road crossed the 
railway track. There were no booms, no automatic lights, no 
bells. Drivers of cars coming to such crossings are expected to 
hear train-whistles and to observe approaching locomotives. 

But it is a well-known truth that sound is a very unreliable 
sense for determining exactly the origin of a signal. We rely on 
sight for 90 per cent of our instant perception of our environ- 
ment. So there should at least be red warning lights and alarm 
bells at crossings. 

Perhaps because railway transport in Israel is something of a 
stepchild, little money is budgeted for its needs. But guarding 
level crossings adequately cannot be regarded as service to the 
railways: it is an insurance premium for safety. In fact, 
hundreds of people do travel by train every day. In a way, from 
hindsight, it seems inevitable that sooner or later some tragedy 
would occur at one of the numerous unguarded crossings. 

Jewish law and tradition regard human life as the most sacred 
of all things. We cannot afford a heavy toll of losses through the 
avoidable deaths of our children and young people.

It is a strange phenomenon how 
the Zionist Labour Movement - 
usually so rational, level-headed and 
open-minded - behaves -so irra- 
tionally when it comes to historical 
episodes. 

Labour's political rivals tend to 
explain this phenomenon by em- 
ploying conspiracy theories, and 
there is little the Labour Movement 
can do except defend itself as best it 
can. Certainly one of Labour's elec- 
toral problems in the past eight years 
has had to do with the right's success 
in selling these theories to rhe public. 

But with regard to the move- 
ment's apparent inability to relate 
rationally to its historical relations 
with the right, at least the younger 


generation should do some serious 
soul-searching. 

It is the essence of democracy that 
differences of opinion may exist on 
how things should be done. The 
differences do not only stem from 
self-interest, though self-interest 
certainly is a factor. 

Differences of opinion might 
emanate from perfectly valid philo- 
sophical differences - from differ- 
ences in the way one views history, 
reality and one’s options. That is as 
true today as it was 50 years ago. 

Labour Zionism never did cope 
too well with this basic fact of life, 
perhaps because there were some 
Bolshevik strains in its way of think- 
ing. 

The first manifestation of this de- 
fect in Labour’s approach may be 
discerned in the way the Shomer 


reacted to Aaron Aaronson’s activi- 
ties and his Nil! organization during 
World War I. The Shomer was un- 
doubtedly right when it criticized 
Aaronson. who achieved so much in 
. his short life and who also would 
have gone a very long way had he not 
been killed in a plane crash in 1919 
(the right has, of course, a conspira- 
cy theory about that tragic event, 
too). 

They were right to criticize Aar on- 
son for jeopardizing the safety of the 
Yishuv through his extensive spying 
activities against the Ottoman rulers 
on behalf of the British. 

Knowing, as we do today, how 
careless his agents frequently were 
and how amateurishly they con- 
ducted themselves, one cannot but 
agree with this criticism. Bot to turn 
it into accusations of treason, to do 
nothing to save his associates - 


allegedly, executed 23. of its own 
members for “treason"). 


One could 
try to stop them doing what tfiey- 
were doing within the framework of 
one’s conscience. 

But the moment these men and 
women were demonized, ''conscien- 
ce” led many Labourites to do things 
- like the saison - which they might 
not otherwise have done. 

1 am not advocating here that the 
Labour Movement should stop its 
fight against ideas and people who, 
in its judgment, are dangerous to 
Israel and to the Jewish people. On ! 
the contrary, it is more necessary 4 
than ever to do so. 

But no one is guilty unless proven 
guilty, not even a demon. Rosen- 
blatt and Stavsky have been exoner- 
ated.

ALL OF US. the signatories of this 
letter, have passed through Soviet 
prisons and camps, and our human 
destinies crossed the destinies of 
representatives of many Soviet na- 
tions who fought for their national 
identity. Ukrainians were always 
dominant in numbers among them. 
There were Ukrainians who saved 
Jews during World War II and there 
were those who killed us then and 
would be prepared to kill us today. 

We heard our Ukrainian friends 
talk about the metropolitan of the 
Uniate Church, Andrei Sheptytsky, 
who saved Jews during the war. and 
about a monument supposedly 
erected to honour him in Tel Aviv. 
Our friends do not know there is no 
monument in Tel Aviv, and not even 
a little tree blooming in the spring in 
the Avenue of Righteous among the 
Nations at Yad Vashem. Why is this 
so? Why do hundreds of trees stand 
like guards near the tablets bearing 
the names of those who saved even 
one Jewish life (sometimes a spouse 
or a close friend), while there is no 
tablet with the name of the man who 
risked his own life saving hundreds 
of Jewish lives? 

Two factors are considered before 
someone receives the title Righteous 
among the Nations: Has the rescuer 
risked his or her life? Secondly, were 
his or her motives humane or mate- 
rial? No one, not even those who 
oppose awarding the title to Andrei 
Sheptytsky, doubts his humane mo- 
tives. Moreover, his directives and 
his personal example inspired other 
Ukrainian priests to do the same, 
and as a result of this, many paid 
with their lives. 

Why is there no tree, no table?. 
Sheptytsky is blamed for not pre-

venting the bloody pogrom of the 
Jews in Lvov when Germans and 
nationalists entered the city. Let us 
ask: could he have done it? Was it 
possible to stop a mob that had just 
seen thousands of fresh corpses of 
Ukrainian nationalists (as well as 
some Jews), left by NKVD firing 
squads retreating from Lvov, when 
the population Identified Jews with 
the Soviet authorities, interrogators, 
courts and commissars? Sheptytsky 
sent many of his relatives and associ- 
ates into the streets to calm the mob, 
while he himself hid Jews that day. 
Can one throw a stone at him? 


METROPOLITAN Sheptytsky is 
blamed for the congratulatory tele- 
grams he sent to Hitler after the 
Germans had occupied Lvov and 
Kiev. This political matter should 
not influence the matter, but we will 
consider it. Metropolitan Sheptytsky 
was the spiritual leader of Western 
Ukrainian Catholics, whose land in 
1941 was caught between the Mos- 
cow Scylla and the Berlin Chaiybdis. 
In the year after the Soviet regime 
moved into Western Ukraine, it left 
no doubts that the national leaders 
of the Ukraine could not expect 


freedom, independence or even 
mercy from Russia. And so its lead- 
ers turned to Germany as the only 
power capable of liberating the 
Ukraine. 

The intentions of the Germans 
were not known at that time, and the 
telegrams were sent on the heels of 
the creation of an independent 
Ukrainian Government on June 30, 
1941. Were there many people then 
who cared what would happen to the 
Ukrainian Jews? Some may have 
actually thought “die less Jews the 
better.” 

Sheptytsky felt responsibility for 
the fate of the Ukraine, as well as his 
duty as a human being to Cod and 
bis conscience, and he did care. In 
his pastoral message to the Ukrai- 
nian 1 people on the day Ukrainian 
independence was proclaimed, he 
called for wise and just leadership to 
protect the interests of all Ukrainian 
citizens 1 'regardless of their national- 
ity or religion." One must be deaf 
and blind not to understand who 
were the people that the wise pastor 
wanted to protect. 

For those for whom the above is 
not enough, we would like to quote 
from the letter of Metropolitan 


Sheptytsky to the Pope, dated Au- 
gust 31, 1941 (at that time the true 
character of the Fascist regime be- 
came clear, and the Germans were at 
the peak of their might and 
approaching Stalingrad): 

“All the country now recognizes 
that the German regime, perhaps 
even to a greater extent than the 
Bolshevik, is evil, indeed even Sata- 
nic evil. For half a year not a single 
day has passed without most horrible 
crimes being committed. Jews are 
the first victims... As if a gang of 
madmen or rabid wolves has 
assaulted the poor nation.” 

There is evidence that Metropoli- 
tan Sheptytsky approached Him- 
mler on the matter of the Jews, and 
only the sober considerations of 
Germans who did not want to start a 
disturbance saved him from immedi- 
ate arrest. 

As for those who reproach Shep- 
tytsky for “collaboration” with the 
Germans, let them remember that 
the title of “Righteous” was 
awarded recently to a German in- 
dustrialist (and Abwer official), 
Schindler, who used the slave labour 
of prisoners from occupied lands, 
but at the same time saved Jews, 


doing whatever he could for them. 

Did not the Swedish diplomat 
Raul Wallenberg cooperate as a pan 
of his official duties with the anti- 
Semitic regimes of Germany and t 
Hungary? Maybe we should start * 
digging into his telegrams and re- 
proach him for not leaving his post to 
waif till the troubled times wen- 
over, so as not to blacken his reputa- 
tion? But Wallenberg used his lego] 
position and, while cooperating with 
the authorities, managed to save 
thousands of people, providing them 
with needed documents. 

Even the Jewish Agency was rep 
resented officially in Hitler’s Ger- 
many while there was a chance to 
save even a single Jewish child. And 
was there not an Israeli Embassy m 
Moscow in Stalin's bloody timer.- 
when Jewish culture was strangled 
and Zionists shot? Is it not clear to 
everyone that there is a difference 
between forced and ideological col- 
laboration? 

What else can one demand from- 
Metropolitan Sheptytsky? 
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WE FULLY understand the feelings 
of those who in the dark night of the 
occupation of Ukraine lost their re- 
latives and friends, but we Jews 
cannot be ungrateful and not diffe- 
rentiate between the many who kil- 
led us and the few who saved us.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - Please permit me to correct 
the misinformation in the caption 
beneath a photograph which 
appeared on page 13 in The Jeru- 
salem Post Supplement Bar-Ban Uni- 
versity 30th Anniversary (May 24). 
The picture shows Marcel Janco 
viewing his wall fresco “Jerusalem at 
the Ingathering of the Exiles” at its 
dedication on display at Bar-IIan on 
July 3, 1981. 


Janco had painted the mural, in 
the Ram at Gan home of his good 
fiends David and Batya Kotlar, 
nearly 30 years earlier. 

Upon his death, David Kotlar left 
his home, including the Janco paint- 
ing, to the Institute for Judaism and 
Contemporary Thought, When the 
Institute’s Board decided to sell the 
house, it had the unique problem of 


removing the painting from the Kot- 
lar house and finding an appropriate 
place for its public display. Bar-Dan 
University, with which both the In- 
stitute and David Kotlar had been 
associated for many years, kindly 
agreed to have the painting display- 
ed in its Schleifer Hall. At consider- 
able expense, the Institute engaged 
experts who undertook the delicate 
task of cutting out the entire section 
of- wall from Kotlar 1 s house and 
transferring it to Bar-Dan. 

The dedication in which Janco 
took part was held during the open- 
ing of the Institute's 11th annual 
international seminar.
